In another , municipal elec- 
tion, Mayor Leo J. Hayes of 
Wellston was re-elected easily, 
defeating Ronald Williams by 
418 votes. A canvass by the 
Post-Dispatch last week showed 
109 Wellston voters apparently 
did not live at the addresses 
from which they registered. 
Williams said he might seek a 
recount in the city council race 
in Ward 5, where the Hayes 
ticket candidate had a lead of 
only eight votes. 

Other Elections. 


In other St. Louis county 
elections yesterday, Webster 
Groves voters turned out of 
office all incumbent officials 
who were seeking re-election, 
and approved formation of a 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority. University City 
voters elected all members of 
the Charter Association slate, 
including its head, Nathan B. 
Kaufman, and voters in Over- 
land approved a proposal to 
draft a home-rule charter. 

In school elections, two in- 
cumbent members of the board 
of education of the newly- 
formed Special County School 
District for Handicapped Chil- 
dren were re-elected. 

Voters rejected a proposed 
$1,200,000 bond issue in the 
Maplewood - Richmond Heights 
school district but approved 
two others totaling , $3,200,000 
fn the Clayton and Lindbergh 
districts. Voters rejected in- 


‘ereases in schoo] tax rates in 


the University City, Valley 
Park, R-2 (Ferguson-Florissant) 
and R-9 (Mehlville) districts, 
but approved tax proposals in 
10 other districts. 


532 Officials Chosen. 

Elections were held in 91 
cities, towns and villages, 30 
school districts and four sewer 
districts. A total of 532 offi- 
cials was chosen from among 
813 candidates. Special propo- 
sitions were approved by vot- 
ers in 10 municipalities.

BOMARC FIRED; 
GROUND.TO-AJIR 
DEFENSE MISSILE 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
April 2 (AP)—The Air Force 
test launched a Bomarc guided 
missile — its most potent 
ground-to-air defense weapon 
and the nearest thing it has to 
an anti-missile missile—today. 

The Bomarc, larger than 
many a fighte, plane, darted 
away from the Air Force mis- 
sile test center about 11:20 a.m. 
It rose in a cloud of brown—a 
combination of blown sand and 
smoke—from the far end of the 
cape. 

Shortly after take-off the 
thunder of its booster rocket 
engine could be heard on near- 
by beaches. 

The Bomare climbed ver- 
tically for perhaps five seconds, 
then arched over, high in the 
sky. It raced southeastward, 
down along the missile test 
range that reaches out across 
the Bahamas and the eastern 
Caribbean. 

The Air Force confirmed half 
an hour later that a Bomarc 
had been launched. It de- 
clined to give any further in- 
formation. The current Bomarc 
has a range of 200 to 300 miles.

Simultaneous observations 
were made in other parts of 
the world, and preliminary re- 
ports to the high altitude ob- 
servatory of the University of 
Colorado at Boulder suggest 
that the watching interval was 
a success. 

Observers saw an extraordi- 
narily large number of flares, 
one of the largest since Gali- 
leo started watching the sun in 
1612. These gaseous, 
bursts are the principal sources 

iodizing radiation, x-rays 
and ultraviolet light that show- 
er to the earth from the sun.

munications With 
Santiago — Fighting 
Reported at Manzan- 
illo, Bayamo. 


HAVANA, April 2 (AP)— 
Fidel Castro’s rebels cut off 
communications to Santiago to- 
day and his patrols clashed 
with government forces in oth- 
er sectors in the war against 
President Fulgencio Batista. 

Rebels clashed frequently 
with Batista’s troops around 
Manzillo and Bayamo. The 


army reported 16 rebels killed 
in the last 24 hours. 

In Pinar del Rio- province 
in western Cuba, rebels shot 
and wounded Pedro Acosta 
Cuni, secretary general of the 
transportation union, as he en- 
tered his home. A woman 
neighbor also was wounded. 

Castro launched his offensive 
by stepping up attacks on 
transport and communications 
in Cuba’s easternmost Oriente 
province, where his 16-month- 
old guerrilla war is strongest. 

Communications continued 
to be normal outside Oriente 
and Havana businesses oper- 
ated as usual. 

Castro supporters said total 
war against Batista would be 
extended to the rest of Cuba 
after midnight Saturday, the 
rebel] deadline for the Presi- 
dent to quit. 

Highways Deserted. 

Roving rebel bands cut tele- 
graph lines to Santiago, fired 
upon transport and spread oil 
and nails on the roads. As a re- 
sult most bus and rail workers 
stopped work around Santiago 
and highways were almost de- 
serted. 

Commercial flights between 
Santiago and Manzanillo, 85 
miles to the west, were sus- 
pended.

Inside Santiago, government 
machine gunners waited in 
sand-bagged buildings. Shop- 
pers vanished from the streets 
as rebel leaflets threatened 
that thousands of armed men 
soon would march on the city 
of 120,000 persons. 

General Strike Planned. 

Castro has called for attacks 
to paralyze communications 
throughout Cuba when he 
opens what he calls total war 
against Batista on the coming 
Easter weekend. The 3l-year- 
old rebel leader plans to call 
a general sirike against the 
President. 

Without the 
Strike call, some sugar mill 
employes in Oriente province 
joined transport workers in 
walkouts. 

The Cuban Communist party 
threw its weight behind Cas- 
tro’s demand for a general 
strike. It issued a manifesto 
saying the Communists were 
joining with “all Cubans to end 
tyranny.” They demanded the 
establishment of a “broad dem- 
ocratic coalition government.” 

The outlawed party is credit- 
ed: with having 8000 card- 
carrying members and about 
12,000 sympathizers. 

Batista long has charged that 
the Castro movement was 
backed by Communists. Rebel 
sources deny this. There was 
no immediate indication of 
Castro’s reaction to the Com- 
munist manifesto.

He said he saw no “evil” in 
permitting the industry to pay 
his hotel bills while he claimed 
Government reimbursement for 
expenses. 

Should Cover Actual Costs. 

“I’m not condemning it, and 
I’m not criticizing it,’ McCon- 
naughey said. He said he 
thought Government expense 
accounts, now fixed at $12 a 
day plus travel, should cover 
actual costs. 

Asked if the broadcasting 
industry ever furnished him 
transportation, he said he once 
flew to Miami in a plane 
owned by George Storer of the 
Storer Broadcasting Co. The 
purpose of the trip was to in- 
spect UHF television facilities, 
he said.

One of the bi!!’s 
chief opponents, Representa- 
tive, Ealum E. Bruffett (Rep.), 
Hammond, finally moved to re- 
commit the bill to the Judici- 
ary» Committee for further 
study.

The commission will report to 
the next session of the Legis- 
lature in January. 

Legislative action also was 
completed in the Senate on a 
bill designed to improve the 
safety of school bus operations. 
Under the bill, which went to 
the Governor, automobiles and 
trucks would be required to 
halt whenever a school bus is 
loading or unloading  pas- 
sengers on urban highways of 
the state. Present law requir- 
ing such stops applies only in 
unincorporated areas. 

Missouri U. Swimming Pool. 

A $300,000 swimming pool 
was approved for the Uni- 
versity of Missouri in an 
amendment adopted in connec- 
tion with disposition of a num- 
ber of minor appropriation 
bills. 

The pool was strongly op- 
posed by Senator C. R. Hawk- 
ings (Rep.), Brumley, who said 
it was a luxury in a time of 
uncertain economic conditions. 

Senator John W. Noble 
(Dem.), Kennett, chairman of 
the appropriations committee 
whieh recommended the 
amendment, said the state uni- 
versity was one of the few 
large schools of the nation 
without a pool.. He said it 
would be an integral part of 
the school’s physical training 
progfam and was needed in the 
R.O.T.C. program in which 
cadets must take swimming 
qualification tests. The amend- 
ment passed, 23 to 5.

“This alloca- 
tion was proportionately less 
than the previous year, and 
Missouri state school officials 
were forced to reduce from 5 
cents to 4 cents the reimburse- 
ment on individual lunches,” 
he added. 

He urged the subcommittee 
to add $30,000,000 to President 
Eisenhower's request for $100,- 
000,000 in new federal: assist- 
ance for the fiscal year be- 
ginning next July 1.

AFL-C1O TERMS 
FOREIGN AID CUT 
HEIGHT OF FOL 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP) 
—The AFL-CIO told Congress 
today it would be “the height 
of folly” to cut the foreign aid 
program while the domestic 
economy is in trouble. 

The American Farm Bureau 
Federation recommended, how- 
ever, that Congress cut $839,- 
500,000 from the Administra- 


tion program for next year and 
limit the total to $3,102,000,- 
000 


The United States Chamber 
of Commerce endorsed the 
program but recommended cut- 
ting $259,750,000 earmarked 
for military and “special” aid 
projects. 

Spokesman for these and 
other private organization ap- 
peared at a Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee hearing. 

-Hyman B. Bookbinder, legis- 
lative representative for the 
AFL-CIO, urged Congress to 


vote more than the Adminis- | 


tration asked for economic aid 
to underdeveloped countries. 
Creates 600,000 Jobs. 

Bookbinder said while the 
program should not be aimed 
at promoting domestic business 
it should be remembered that 
it creates about 600,000 jobs 
for American workers. 

“Obviously, at a. time when 
we a more than 5,000,000 
unemployed, it would be the 
height of folly for the United 
States to eliminate or reduce 
a program which both strength- 
ens our own national welfare 
and security and makes a sig- 
nificant contribution to our 
economy,” he said.

$3,216,900 39 
FARM ME MEASURE

~The’ House today called it 
quits until after Easter on ap- 
propriating the taxpayers’ 
money to operate the govern- 
ment. 

Unopposed passage yester- 
day of a $3,216,988,539 Agri- 
eulture Department financing 
mil increased to $22,274,000,- 
200 funds voted this year by 
the House in 10 appropriation 
measures. 


This is almost $500,000,000 | 


more than the President re- 
quested, and some of the big 
bills are still to come. Only 
four of the House-passed 
measures have cleared the 
Senate, which slightly in- 
creased House-voted llot- 
ments. 

All but four of the House 
bills are for operation of gov- 
ernment agencies in the fiscal 
year starting July 1. Three of 
the four supplement funds. ap- 
propriated for the present 
year, while one would give 
agencies authority to speed up 
their purchases by buying sup- 
plies this year which they orig- 
inally had planned to purchase 
next year. 

The Agriculture Department 
appropriation bill, $103,900,000 
short of the amount requested 
by President Eisenhower, sped 
through the House without the 
customary acrimonious debate 
over administration farm poli- 
cies. 

It was the last major bill be- 
tween the House and a 10-day 
Easter recess starting tomor- 
row. It has not been consid- 
ered by the Senate. 

The bill allots $1,456,588,653 
to the department for its nor- 
mal activities, proposes pay- 
ment of $1,760,399,886 to the 
Commodity Credit Corp. for 
its farm price support and sur- 
plus disposal activities, and au- 
thorizes the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration and the 
farmers home administration 
to make new loans up to $569,- 
500,000 for farm improve- 
ments, 

The loan authority is $188,- 
500.000 more than the Presi- 
dent requested. The new 
cash is $103,900,000 less, but 
much of the cut will have to 
be restored before the year 
ends if farmer participation in 
soil bank programs exceeds 
current expectations.

COIN FLIP DECIDES 
TREATMENT FOR 
CANCER PATIENTS 


CHICAGO, April 2 (AP) — 
The flip of a coin is deciding 
what treatment some caticer 
patients get. 

The coin decides whether 
they will or will not be given 
anti-cancer drugs at the time 
of cancer surgery. The drugs 
are given to kill escaping can- 
cer cells which could start new 
cancers elsewhere in the body 
later. 


The doctors and scientists 
think such use of drugs greatly 
boosts the chance for cure, but 
they do not know whether it 
is wise, or essential, to use 
them along with surgery. 


Human tests are the only 
way to find out. Deciding who 
will be given drugs would be 
like playing God. So the deci- 
sion is made by flipping a coin. 

Dr. Warren H. Cole, surgeon- 
in-chief of the University of | 
Iilinois research and educa- 
tional hospitals, described the 
cancer experiment. today to 
science writers making an 
American Cancer Society tour 
of leading research centers.

FUNDS RELEASED FOR INDIAN 
HOSPITAL AT SHIPROCK, N.M, 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) 
—The Public Health -Service 
yesterday announced plans to 
build a 75-bed Indian hospital 
at Shiprock, N.M. 

The service said the Budget 
Bureau has released the $1,450,- 
000 appropriated by Congress 
for the project. Bids are to 
be opened in about 70 days. 
Actual construction is expected 
to start in the summer. 

The Shiprock hospital is one 
of four new major Indian 
health facilities authorized by 
Congress. The others will be 
located at Gallup, N.M., Sells, 
Ariz., and Kotzebue, Alaska.

BUENOS AIRES, April 2 
(AP)—Long distance telephone 
connections between the Argen- 
tine capital and Asuncion, cap- 
ital of neighboring Paraguay, 
were disrupted today on the 
heels of a rebel uprising in a 
border town.

Ad Man’s Treadmill 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Two themes appear to predom- 
inate in every analysis of the re- 
cession I have seen to date:/(1) 
accelerate consumer spending, (2) 
accelerate Government spending. 


No doubt both plans would 
work if the general public could 
te relied on to co-operate whole- 
‘,eartedly. But when I look back 
on the past decade I feel I have 
been on a spending spree achiev- 
ing nothing of lasting worth. I 
am now 36 years old and have 
oeen married for nearly 14 years. 
During the last 10 years of that 
time I have been struggling 
mightily to acquire the material 
possessions associated with the 
“American” standard of living. I 
presently view it as the “ad 
man’s” standard of living. 


I have bought furniture and 
rugs for a complete household, 
washers, dryers, refrigerators, 
stoves, a car, two homes, clothing, 
etc., in that 10 years and prac- 
tically all on credit. 

~ - ca 

At any rate, about a year ago 
1 decided that I had had enough. 
I was making over three times as 
muth as I had been 10 years pre- 
viously and still living on the 
same level, my pay check dis- 
sipated to almost nothing well be- 
fore the end of the month so that 
my wife had to stretch the food 
and economize in other respects 
at month's end. 


There was never enough money 
left over from acquiring material 
possessions and the- necessities of 
life to take the family out to din- 
ner occasionally, to join a golf 
club, go on fishing trips, or take 
a decent vacation, much less to 
furnish a little buffer in case of 
illness or other disaster. 

Income tax time, insurance 
premium time, auto license time, 
etc., all created minor financial 
crises that required two or three 
months of special economizing. 


Since I became disillusioned 
with this treadmill and decided 
to reorient our objectives, the 
rate at which we acquired mate- 
rial possessions has declined con- 
siderably and our expenditures on 
recreation and saving have corre- 
spondingly increased. We are still 
paying on our house loan, have re- 
stricted our installment buying to 
those things we feel we absolutely 
have to replace and our cash buy- 
ing to those things we can pay 
for in any given month.

We are not quite yet free of the 
financial repercussions of the 
spending treadmill but are suf- 
ficiently near it that the happiness 
quotient of the entire family has 
improved considerably. I now 
have enough time left over from 
worrying about personal finances 
to write letters to the editor! 


The whole point to this disser- 
tation is that 1 feel that one of 
the major factors contributing to 
this present recession is a general 
public rebellion against over-em- 
phasis on the acquisition of mate- 
rial possessions related to per- 
sonal comfort, convenience and 
the ego. To date this has been 
manifested principally in reduced 
auto sales but could spread to 
other items as well. 

I don’t have any great fear for 
the general economy of the coun- 
try, however, so long as it isn't 
interfered with too much. The 
people who have regular jobs and 
are making their usual income 
are still spending as much as 
ever. I know for sure that I am. 
The only thing is I am spending 
it somewhat differently. L.A.M.

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Canadian Landslide 

The Canadians hated to see their big, big 
boom go down. This, essentially, is the expla- 
nation of the landslide victory of Prime Minis- 
ter John Diefenbaker and the Conservatives. 

Earlier signs of economic downturn resulted 
in his surprise victory last June. Then, how- 
ever, he and his party got but 113 of the 
265 seats in the House of Commons in Ottawa, 
barely topping the Liberals’ 106. With the 
situation more aggravated, the Conservatives 
on Monday won 209 seats, the largest number 
ever held by one party in all the history ox 
Canada. 


Respected as he was as foreign minister, 
Lester B. Pearson was able to lead the 
Liberals to victory in only 47 contests. Never 
before has the party had so few representa- 
tives in Commons. Even Quebec—which was 
to the Liberals what the Solid South long 
was to the Democrats—filled 50 of its 75 seats 
with Conservatives. ‘ Last June Diefenbaker’s 
partisans won only 9 seats in this province. 
Quebec’s Liberal contingent has not been so 
small since 1882. 

Perhaps even more surprising was the de- 
fection of the prairie provinces from their 
“radical” leaders. Alberta, stronghold of the 
Social Credit party, elected Conservatives to 
every one of its 17 seats. The Co-operative 
Commonwealth party was reduced from 26 
seats to 8. The Conservatives won each one 
of Manitoba’s 14 seats, and 16 of 17 in 
Saskatchewan. 


The Conservative victory was more or less 
expected, but its size was not. Diefenbaker’s 
spectacular campaign and his promise of a 
billion-dollar development program were more 
appealing than Pearson’s more careful elec- 
tioneering with main emphasis on a $40,000,- 
000 tax cut. The difference between a billion 
and 40 millions is big. The difference between 
the Conservative and Liberal votes was big. 

Diefenbaker’s outspoken declarations, be- 
fore and during the campaign, that he would 
not allow the United States to turn Canada 
into an economic satellite, apparently were 
effective, too. Pearson’s criticism was more 
restrained. Also Pearson was identified with 
foreign policy when most thoughts were on 
domestic issues. Diefenbaker apparently es- 
caped blame for worsening conditions because 
he did not have a working majority in par- 
liament. The 22-year rule of the Liberals 
had been broken, but power had not been 
transferred to the Conservatives. His plea to 
the Canadians was: Give us a real majority, 
and see what we will do. 


Diefenbaker and the Consérvatives now 
have the biggest majority in Canada’s history, 
and a sizable responsibility to go with it.

man asked the appointee if he would be 
willing to swear that he would “not partici- 
pate in any decision to alter the meaning of 
the Constitution or of any law passed by 
Congress.” 


Judge-designate Carswell, doubtless hoping 
to speed the confirmation process, said’ he 
had no objection. He then held up his hand 
and took the oath as administered by Sen- 
ator Eastland of Mississippi. The sense of the 
subcommittee oath was that the judicial ap- 
pointee knew he would later be required to 
swear to support and defend the Constitu- 
tion which in Art. I, Sec. 1 says that “all 
legislative powers herein granted shall be 
invested in Congress” and that he therefore 
would not ever knowingly participate in a 
decision contrary to. this section. 


While it is gratifying to see the Senate 
taking the confirming process seriously, it 
can be said flatly that this unprecedented 
pre-confirmation oath is not only unnecessary 
‘but presumptuous. It is the business of the 
Senate to inquire into the qualifications of 
presidential appointees and to confirm or 
reject accordingly. But it is not the business 
of the Senate to administer oaths to nominees. 
' For all practical such an oath is 
meaningless. Whether the intent of Con- 
gress was changed in a court decision might 
be the subject of prolonged and close de- 
bate in Congress as well as-on the bench, If 
this new oath is to be a substitute for the 
Jenner bill, as Senator O’Mahoney of Wyom- 
ing says it is, then the earlier the Jenner 
bill is brought to a vote and defeated the

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better it will be. That half-baked vindictive 
attack on the Supreme Court ought to be 
rejected before it does the country serious 
damage. 


Casualty of the Pentagon Jungle 

In the retirement this week of Lt. Gen. 
James M. Gavin the Army lost the services of 
precisely the type of soldier it urgently needs 
right now. He loved the Army, had four ci- 
tations for extraordinary gallantry in the 
front lines, possessed unusual moral courage 
and seemed alriost certain to become Army 
Chief of Staff. But he retired at 51 when he 
could have given several more years of in- 
valuable service. Why? 

His sense of frustration can be understood. 
He saw and yet was able to do nothing as the 
missiles mess grew and grew. His request for 
funds was cut one third. He had to defend 
a budget he did not believe in and thought 
would endanger the nation. At his post as 


head of Army research, he was suffocated in . 


the layer ‘of political assistant and deputy 
secretaries. 

He appeared before congressional commit- 
tees and answered their questions frankly. He 
violated the old Army code when he said the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff should be organized 
under a single Chief so the Secretary of De- 
fense and President could get better advice. 

The cure for the appalling situation that has 
resulted in the early retirement of Gen. Gavin 
can only be found in a drastic reorganization 
of the Defense Department. Secretary of De- 
fense Neil McElroy and President Eisenhower 
will shortly submit such a program to Con- 
gress. If they call for a complete reorgani- 
zation, it is up to Congress to see that vested 
interests do not prevent it. 

The House already has passed by a vote of 
366 to 22 a bill watered down from the Cor- 
diner report which would raise the pay of 
officers and enlisted men. It is expected that 
incentive pay adjustments, instead of the 
old longevity scale, will do much to keep in 
the men with special skills who are lured 
away by the better wages to be found in 
civilian life. 

Hand’ in hand with a more equitable pay 
scale goes a reorganization program which 
will make the Pentagon a livable place for 
soldiers such as Gen. Gavin. 


Rescue for Bi-State? 


A last-minute effort to salvage the Mis- 
souri-Illinois Bi-State Agency bill has piled 
compromise upon compromise in the Missouri 
Legislature. 

The latest plan would have the House 
eliminate some crippling amendments to the 
sound Senate bill, but adopt new restrictions 
to meet objections of critics who talked of 
“super-government.” The legislative confer- 
ence committee apparently will recommend 
retention of the House amendment denying 
Bi-State any authority over grain elevators, 
warehouses and parking. The committee ex- 
pects to save some power of condemnation 
for Bi-State for new facilities but not for 
old ones, and to exempt from taxes the agen- 
cies’ bonds but not its real estate. 

Senator Joynt of St. Louis has had sturdy 
support from Gov. Blair and Representative 
Jones of St. Louis county in his last-minute 
effort to salvage the Bi-State bill. Senator 
Joynt believes the latest compromise is legal- 
ly workable and will permit the metropoli- 
tan agency to market its bonds. Unfortunate- 
ly it will also require new action by the 
Illinois Legislature to conform to Missou- 
ri’s law, because Missouri is unwilling to con- 
form to the better law in Illinois. 

These compromises are not desirable but 
they may be all the metropolitan area can 
hope for as the Legislature rushes toward ad- 
journmefit at midnight Friday. Surely the 
legislators will at last provide their state’s 
largest urban area with some means for eco- 
nomic development. 


Fuller Explanations 


After first denouncing the Russian ban on 
nuclear tests as virtually worthless, the State 
Department now explains why the United 
States did not “steal a march” on Russia by 
delaying tests itself. Secretary Dulles says it 
was not worth while to abandon development 
of a so-called clean bomb just for propagan- 
da unless it also seemed possible to eliminate 
nuclear weapons altogether. 

Unfortunately it has not seemed possible 
to ban these weapons. Mr. Dulles’s unrealis- 
tic insistence. on that point helped to stall 
agreement last summer on banning even the 
weapons tests. For a ban on weapons pro- 
duction and stockpiles would require the kind 
of intimate inspection of defense facilities 
which Moscow would not agree to—and it is 
not certain that, in a showdown, Washington 
would agree to it either. 


By contrast Russia did seem agreeable to 
the limited kind of detection system needed 
to warn of big A-bomb and H-bomb explosions. 
A simple ban on such tests might have pro- 
vided a starting point toward further disarma- 
ment, and toward a stronger inspection system 
as well. But by suspending tests unilateral- 
ly, Russia has dashed hopes of getting even a 
mild form of reciprocal inspection. 

Because of an inflexible position, the United 
States retarded a first step toward disarma- 
ment, left Russia an admitted propaganda ad- 
vantage and, what is worse, suffered a reverse 
to its basic proposition that disarmament be 
enforced by proper inspection powers. If 
Secretary Dulles will not explain that, perhaps 
he will explain where our peace~ diplomacy 
goes from here. 


Four Months in a Row 


The National Safety Council's latest report, 
showing motor vehicle traffic fatalities at 
their lowest point in three years, is encourag- 
ing. In February, deaths totaled 2350. That 
was a 5 per cent drop from the 2470 of the 
previous February and the smallest total for 
any month since the 2319 in February 1955. 
In cities of 750,000 to 1,000,000, ranked ac- 
cording to deaths for each 10,000 registered 
vehicles, Washington was low with 1.4 and 
St. Louis was next with 2.4, at the end of this 
February. The Council credits the decline in 
fatalities to safer roads, motor cars and driv-

Squeezing Pennies ae Impure Food and Drugs 


Eisenhower Administration Ignores Report of Own Committee of Industry Experts 


Leonor K. Sullivan

It has been a very discouraging 
battle because of the attitude of the 
Eisenhower Administration. 


Four years ago, when I tried to 
get more funds appropriated for the 
Food and Drug Administration than 
the budget recommended, the White 
House insisted instead that we per- 
mit a comprehensive study of the 
agency to see whether it should be 
expanded or reduced in size. 

The White House was not* sure 
whether this agency did a worth- 
while job. It suspected that it was 
an agency set up to pérsecute busi- 
ness or something of the sort. 

The comprehensive study was un- 
dertaken by an outstanding Citizens 
Advisory Committee. It included 
some of the top men in industries 
subject to the food and drug laws. 

It was the opinion of t out- 
standing committee that the Food 
and Drug Administration urgently 
required a three- to fourfold increase

Buys Picasso Works. 

Kahnweiler said that he fol- 
lows the same practice with 
Picasso’s works now that he 
did in 1908—he buys outright 
whatever the noted Spanish 
artist delivers to him, paint- 
ings, ceramics, sculptures and 
other things. 

How is the price of a Picasso 
determined? 

“We work it out together. 
Sometimes he says ‘Don’t you 
think you ought to pay more?’ 
And perhaps I say ‘No,’ and 
sometimes I say it myself, ‘I 
think I ought to pay more.’ You 
know, pictures are exactly like 
everything else. If there are 
many people who want to buy 
them, prices rise, and if there 
are less people the prices may 
not be as high.” 

Kahnweiler planned to view 
several private art collections 
in the St. Louis area, which in- 
clude numerous French mod- 
erns that once passed through 
his gallery, and to look up old 
friends. He was a house guest 
of Mr. and Mrs. Richard K.

The grabbing and snaring 
season opened March 15 on 
Missouri waters. Buffalo, carp, 
carp sucker, redhorse, sucker 
and spoonbill “may be grabbed 
and snared from March 15 to 
May 15, and from Oct. 1 to 
Dec. 31.” 


Taking of fish by these 
methods at “shoaling” time in 
the Ozarks dates back to the 
first settlers. The “mountain 
men” from Kentucky, Tennes- 
see and Virginia introduced 
grabbing snaring after mi- 
grating to the Ozark foothills. 
They obtained fresh fish for 
their tables and amid fun and 
extitement when the suckers 
were making their spawing 

in the clear, cold, spring- 
f 


streams. 
th. grabbing, also called 
ng, and snaring are pop- 
ular but are different in meth- 
of In grabbing, a set of treble 
hooks is used to impale the 
fish. A snare, as the name im- 
plies, is a light, flexible wire, 
usually copper, that is patient- 
ly moved through the water 
until it is just back of the 
fish’s head and gills and then 
it is jerked violently upward 
and the fish is caught in the 
‘noose. 

Snares usually are fished 
from an overhanging shelf of 
rock or a tree that leans over 
the water. Grab hooks are 
dragged over the spawning 
runs and the sharp hook 
pierces the fish’s body. When 
rédhorse and suckers move up- 
stream to spawn in the smaller 
cfeeks and branches they turn 
and flash their silver-colored 
scales like a thousand mirrors 
catching the sun’s rays. Often 
the “run” will be so dense that 
the entire shoal of water seems 
to be alive with the spawning 
Wa ~ fhe the shall yond 

ppapello, the shallow u- 
aries seem alive with buffalo 
when the spawning season ar- 
rives. Big Spring State Park, 
near Van Buren, is a popular 
spot for snaring suckers. 

Paddlefish Snagged. 

‘Paddlefish are much sought 
after during the snagging pe- 
riod on the Osage Arm of Lake 
of the Ozarks. Most of this 
activity is centered around War- 
saw, some 34 miles south of 
Sedalia on Highway 65. Last 
year there was a huge concen- 
tration of these primitive fishes 
in the Osage Arm and thou- 
sands of pounds were caught 
by snaggers,- This year each 
angler is permitted two fish 
daily, with four in possession.

Deep sea tackle is used by 
many anglers in the Osage- 
Warsaw area. Casting rods and 
heavy-test line also are used. 
Snaggers use two sets of large 
treble hooks and a six-ounce 
sinker at the terminal end of 
the line. The boat is powered 
with an outboard motor and the 
tackle-is trolled at cruising 
. ‘Last year when the pad- 

efish were congregated in 
large-« numbers, many were 
kill y the revolving propel- 
lers. haps the largest pad- 
dlefistr ever boated was taken 
many-years ago at Okoboji lake 
in Iowa. This specimen weighed 
more than 200 pounds. None 
fs to be found at present in 
this lake. : 

Redhorse a Battler. 

The redhorse, a member of 
the sucker family, is prized by 
the snarers and grabbers. 
These fishes often weigh 10 
pounds or more. During the 

awning season their tails and 
fins are deep red in color and 
they fight so violently that 
they can be landed only with 
2 stoutest of tackle. They 
placidly feed on the plankton 
found on submerged logs and 
near the stream banks. When 
a snare is—tightened into a 
ndose back of their heads they 
pull, according to a veteran 
snarer, “like a horse”’—which 
may, with the brilliant red fins 

tail, account for their com- 
mon hame, “ orse.” 

Cold, blustery weather and 
roily waters have delayed thé 
snaring and snagging season 
this year. Water temperatures 
have been too low for the fish 
to make their spring spawning 
runs. The cry, “the suckers 
are shoaling,” is comparable to

JAKARTA CLAIMS 


70 HAVE ROUTED 
CELEBES REBELS 


JAKARTA, April 2 (AP)— 
Jakarta forces, supported by 
fighter planes and amphibious 
troops, have routed rebels from 
two ports in rebellious Central 
Celebes, the Indonesian Army 


Rudy  Pirngadi, 
army information officer, said 
the loyalist forces had seized. 
Palu and Donggala, ports about 
25 miles apart and 413 miles 
southwest of the rebel capital 
of Menado on the upper tip of 
the island. He admitted the 
rebels were still putting up a 
fight. 

The seizures could put the 
Jakarta forces in position for 
an assault to cut off Central 
Celebes from the main rebel 
areas in North Celebes. 

It was the first report of 
action on the big island of 
Celebes since February. The 
military commander in North 
Celebes joined in the fight 
against the Jakarta Govern- 
ment soon after the rebels in 
Central Sumatra proclaimed 
their own government Feb. 15 
Most of the fighting has been | 
in Central and Northern Su- 
matra. 

Rebels Retake Town. 


Celebes is an island east of 
Borneo and northeast of the 
main island of Java. North 
Celebes is a peninsula curv- 
ing northward from the main | 
body of the island. 

The army admitted that the 
rebels had retaken Gorontolo 
in North Celebes, but said 
fighting was continuing there. 
Gorontalo was captured by gov- 
ernment forces Feb. 25. Re- 
inforced rebel units counter- 
attacked and forced the govern- 
ment troops out. 

At Bukittingi, Sumatra, rebel 
leaders said today they had 
nipped a counter-rebellion at- 
tempt among top _ military, 
police and political figures and 
Communists in their mountain 
capital. 

Rebel Premier Sjafruddin 
Prawiranegara said the upris- 
ing came as rebel forces were 
preparing to remove civilians 
from coastal Padang for a 
showdown fight to hold Bukit- 
tingi and Padang. 


Several Flee From Area. 

Rebel leaders said four Na- 
tionalist party leaders, includ- 
ing a member of Parliament 
from Jakarta, and several bat- 
talion and company command- 
. ers had fled Central Sumatra.

BARUCH WARNS 
AGAINST BOOST 
IN DEBT LIMIT 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP) 
—Bernard M. Baruch asserted 
today that another increase in 
the 280 billion dollar federal 
debt limit would be “a most 
disastrous thing.” 

The New York financier and 
adviser to Presidents appeared 
for the second day before the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Barauch told the committee 
that Congress should “post- 
pone” spending programs— 
even though they may be de- 
sirable—to~ avoid such an in- 
crease in the ceiling, already 
boosted once this year. 

“Let first things come first,” 
said the whité-haired adviser 
to Presidents, . stressing that 
some programs should be de- 
ferred if a break in the ceiling 
seems imminent. 

Baruch was provided with a 


special earphone today to com- 
bat the deafness which was 
troublesome yesterday. 

He visited the White House, 
/accompanied by Secretary of 
the Treasury Robert B. Ander- 
son, and told President Eisen- 
hower that the nation will 
come out of the recession in 
good shape “if we use half the 
sense God gave us.” Baruch 
called on the President at the 
Chief Executive’s request. 


Baruch later told reporters 
_that he outlined to the Presi- 
| dent his view that taxes should 
be increased if necessary to 
precent a deficit resulting from 
Government anti-recession 
spending. Baruch already had 
expounded such a view before 
the Senate Finance Committee. 

“If we use half the sense 
God gave us we will get out 
of this all right, I told him,” 
Baruch said. 

Baruch declined to say what 
the President’s reaction was. 

The White House had an- 
nounced that Baruch would be 
the President’s luncheon guest, 
but Baruch told reporters later 
that plan had been changed. 

“I never get a free lunch,” 
the millionaire elder statesman 
remarked with a smile.

For TV Screen 


NEW YORK, April 2. 
DU PONT’S “A Tale of Two Cities” opened with 
~ Charles Dickens’ own words: “It was the best of times, it 
was the worst of times, it was the age of reason, it was the 
age of foolishness, it was the spring of hope, it was the 
—— se winter of despair. in

London the people pros- 
pered and enjoyed a trou- 
bled peace, in Paris they 
starved and dreamed ‘of 
revolution.” 

Right away you are re- 
minded that the canvas 
is going to be broad, per- 
haps. broader than live 
television can tackle. Two 
cities, two emotional cli- 
mates, two cultures and a 
whale of a lot of story 
with Dickens’ usual rich 
proliferation of charac- 
ters. To compass it into 
an hour and a half and 
get the dozens of setting 
and crowds into Studio 61 
was a vastly ambitious 
undertaking and David 
Susskind, who produced 
it, and Robert Mulligan, 
who staged it, are to be congratulated upon getting away 
with it at all.

But, I must confess that I wasn’t greatly 
swayed by this tremendously emotional story. I 
found myself admiring Mulligan for his wonder- 
fally ingenious suggestions of a mob and of space 
in the storming of the Bastille. I was impressed 
with the instantaneous contrasts in mood when 
the action switched from a public flegging in Paris 
to a wedding in London from “the best of times 
to the worst of times” all in an inétant. 


There were some of the most flagrantly emotional 
‘ scenes in all literature, Dickens never having been accused 
of dramatic restraint exactly.' In fact, Mulligan feels that 
if Dickens were alive today he would probably be writing 
for live television. There is not much in heart-wringing 
left out, for example, in the courtroom scene. “If anyone 
in this courtroom has reason to hate the form of govern- 
ment you citizens have overthrown it is surely I. For 18 
- years I was incarcerated in the Bastille, that monument 
to injustice which the citizens of Paris are even now tear- 
ing down, stone by accursed stone.” 
A great speech, a great scene, a great succession 
‘ of scenes but it left me, while admiring, curiously unmoved. 
I think there were a number of reasons for this. The 
scenes were swift, too swift for emotional preparation. For 
instance, the famous scene where Carton substitutes him- 
self for Darnay in prison which means his certain death 
was done so swiftly and expertly that it left no time for 
emotion. 


The acting by an enouromusly impressive cast 
was technically sure-footed but very dry-eyed and 
cool for that rampaging emotional holocaust of 
Dickens. Dickens used to move himself to cata- 

' pacts of tears writing these tremendous scenes and 
I have an idea he would have been a little ex- 
asperated by those coolly competent actors. Even 
Agnes Moorehead as the venomous and implacable 
Madame Defarge, for all her piercing cries, left 
me unscarred. 


Eric Portman, I guess, came closest to the Dickens 
spirit as the dear old father and the scene where his mind 
came unhinged near the end (“I must finish my shoes, 
What will happen if I don’t finish my shoes?") was genu- 
inely touching. Rosemary Harris was lovely (a word she 
must be taking an acute dislike to) as Lucy Manette and 
Fritz Weaver was properly ominous as Barsad. 


DENHOLM was adequate as Charles Darnay, 
a role where iti4s difficult to be more than that. James 
Donald, I thought, was splendid as the sour but heroic 
Sydney Carton, the most interesting character in the book, 
but he was not an inspired choice and it’s just possible 
that you must have an isispired choice for this part or the 
viewer winds up not caring enough. 

Or perhaps it was the very size of the thing that I 
missed—a real shot of London or Paris, a real. crowd, a 
real castle or palace, something bigger than a 21-inch 
screen can manage. Somewhere, somehow, the vitality 
was missing. It' was a very expert costume drama whose

A LETTER from my son James, who is a Congressman 
from California, tells me that I was unfair in what I wrote 
last week concerning one of his fellow Representatives, 
John J. Rooney of Brooklyn, N.Y. 

I had read a report of a group that had seen the Presi- 
dent about the inability of our foreign service employes to 
speak the languages of the countries to which they are 
assigned. I gathered that the difficulty lay in insufficient 
appropriations and that Representative Rooney, who is the 
chairman of the Appropriations subcommittee, had not been 
sympathetic to requests in this field. 

I also had heard indirectly that Representative Rooney 
was not very sympathetic to uests in the field of re- 
search of any kind, and I got the f g on the Demo- 


cratic side he perhaps was a little like Representative John 
Taber on the Republican side. : 


I happen to know that we send no young men 
te our embassy in Russia who do not speak Rus- 
sian, but.I also know that political appointments 
mean that we often do not get top men in the 
diplomatic service who speak the language of the 
country to which they are assigned. 


Officers in the regular foreign service, I think, should 
have the opportunity to learn the language of a foreign 
country when they are assigned to it, so that they arrive 
with at least some knowledge of the language and may 
continue their studies on the spot.

Compulsory Education tor Grandparents 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


AS LONG as we're stream- 
lining our educational system 
and shaking up the dry bones, 
let’s not overlook one of the 
most necessary parts. of educa- 
tion, says Mrs. V. Let's have 
compulsory education for 
grandparents. 

“No doubt plenty of people 
suffer because they weren't 
taught to read or spell in our 
expensive schools —but that’s 
not all. We need other skills. 
Fortunately, the schools realize 
that most of us are going to 
be citizens, so they’ve at least 
tried to teach us a little citi- 
zenship. But they also know 
that most of us are going to 
be grandparents. Shouldn't they 
give us some training for that 
job, too? Otherwise, we'll keep 
botching it, as I did, up until 
a few months ago. I learned 
the hard way what I, as grand- 
parent, was supposed to do 
and not do!” 

School administrators would 
probably point out that the 
elementary grades are a bit 
early for training grandpar- 
ents, Mrs. V., but I’m entirely 
with you; though I might point 
out that most of the schools 
haven't even got around to 
training us as husbands and 
wives, or as parents, much less 
grandparents. We have vast 
and expensive systems of adult 
education, however, and here 
we might well expect some ex- 
cellent and widely attended 
courses on how-to be a grand- 
parent, or a mother-in-law. 

Maj. Gen, Frederick Osborn, 
who was director of the army's 
morale branch during World 
War II, published a book called 
“Preface to Eugenics” some 
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years ago, in which he under- 
scored the need you mention. 
There are going to be more 
grandparents all the time, he 
pointed out, because people 
are living longer. 


“Many of those elderly 
people will be women, he 
continued. Many ef them will 
feel justified in interfering 
with the lives of their chila- 
ren, usually with detriment. 
Some of them will expect 
service and support from 
their grown-up sons and

Being a grandparent is an 
important but tough job. We all 
need more help to succeed in 
it, Mrs. V. There’s plenty of 
material for the curriculum of 
your new school. and I hope 
you'll get it started this year.

Faz Weet Slightly Higher 
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A Lease on Life 
For Stricken Girl 


By John F. Allen 


Here is another im a series of articles on 
modern medica] detectives. 


PATRICIA ANN was a pretty girl, happy and bub- 
bling, and the joy of her parents’ hearts. She was an ‘only 
child, but far from spoiled. The Parkers’ neighbors in the 
small California coastside town knew Patricia Ann well. 


The small figure with the 
freckled snub nose and 
the flying braids seemed 


always to be darting past, 
bent on some joyous 
mission. 


And so, when word got 
around that Patricia Ann 
had leukemia there was 
grave sadness and con- 
cern among her friends. 
Leukemia, they knew, is 
incurable. Invariably the 
victims of this so-called 


“eancer of the blood” 
must die. 
It had started the 


month Patricia Ann 
turned 8. The sunshine 
seemed to go out of her; 
neighbors no longer 
heard the gay and lilting 
Zz laugh; they saw in place 
of the happy, vivacious 

child a wan and wilted little girl. 

Her parents were most concerned, of course. They 
took Patricia Ann promptly to a local doctor, and he found, 
as he had suspected just from looking at her, that the 
youngster was terribly anemic. Her hemoglobin level—the 
amount of red pigment in her blood, the substance that 
carries oxygen to the cells—was down to 50 or 60 per 
cent of normal. 


What was far more disturbing to the doctor 
was the discovery that Patricia Ann’s blood con- 
tained a frightening nymber of immature cells. 
Blood cells—both red and white—are maufactured 
in the bong marrow to replace those lost from or 
normally destroyed by the body. Ordinarily these 
new cells do not reach the blood stream until they 
are fully mature, 


Samples of marrow were taken from cavities in 
Patricia Ann’s bones and studied under a microscope. The 
results seemed to confirm the doctor’s unhappy hunch. 
The cells were much more active than they should be and 
were being manufactured at a: faster than normal rate. 
It seemed highly likely to the doctor that Patricia Ann 
had leukemia. 


THE DOCTOR HAD TO TELL her parents and, al- 
though he explained that it .was only a possibility, they 
saw their only daughter’s death sentence as already passed. 

Patricia Ann was sent to a hospital in the big city 
to undergo a complete check at the hands of an internfst. 
The only outward abnormal findings were the severe 
anemia and a pair of infected tonsils. 

Before the internist, too, took a,closer look, he ex- 
plained to Patricia Ann’s parents that in the marrow of 
the body’s bones are manufactured the new red and white 
cells to replace those which age and die after they per- 
form their-functions in the body. Anemia develops, he told 
them, if the marrow builds blood to slowly to replace the 
dying cells, or if the cells are broken down at a faster rate 
than they can be replaced. 

Sometimes, the internist went on, thé marrow ‘manufac- 
tures white cells at a faster than normal rate. These crowd 
out the red cells and slow their manufacture. Here again 


-* anemia develops. Leukemia is a wild and uncontrolled 
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form of this excessive manufacture of white cells. In this 
dreadful disease the marrow malignantly throws out more 
and more white cells, with the result that more and more 
red cells are shouldered out of the picture. 


The internist found, as his colleague had, 
that Patricia Ann’s blood stream was alive with 
young cells, that her marrow was much more 
active than it should have been. But he also ‘dis- 
covered something else that brought him hope 
and cheer: the marrow was making red and white 
cells with equal speed and vigor. This was not 
leukemia. | 


And then, recalling the little girl’s diseased tonsils, 
the internist was sure he knew what it was. The infected 
tonsils were attacking the blood in two ways, First they 
were spilling out poisons which were destroying red cells. 
Secondly they were causing a rush of white cells—which 
contain the disease-fighting antibodies—to the site of the 
infection. 


THE NET RESULT was that the bone marrow was 
working overtime: replacing the poisoned red cells, supply- 
ing extra white cells to fight the infection. It wasn't a 
pleasant picture. But it wasn’t leukemia. 

The explanation brought a new lease on life and 

joy to Patricia Ann’s parents, and to the anxious neighbors 
when the word got back to town. 
* The girl was treated with penicillin until the tonsil 
infection was brought under control and until red and 
white blood cells counts were restored to normal. Then, 
on the recommendation of the internist, the tonsils were 
removed by a surgeon. 

Patricia Ann is now once more the picture of bounc- 
ing, active health, and again her flying pigtails are a 


familiar and delightful sight around the neighborhood.

JESUS began His final hour on the cross. 


The cluster of 


people around Golgotha was composed of hardly more than the 
‘ few who loved Him and the few who despised Him. 
The sky remained under a dark veil, and some said it must 
be an eclipse of the sun, although the more learned knew this 
‘could not be, because the sun was now in the western side of the 
sky and the moon would rise in the east after sundown. 


Better than anyone, Jesus 
knew the imminence of. death. 
He who could have willei Him- 
self to die at any time showed 
the completeness of His love 
for mankind by suffering in 
extremis. 

From the cross Jesus looked 
at the little party of loved ones 
who stood only 25 feet away.

As it is not custemary to 


underlead a king against a 
slam, declarer placed East with 
the king of spades on the open- 
ing lead. He played small 
from the board and won with 
the singleton ace. He drew 
trumps, ending in dummy, and 
led the queen of spades. His 
plan was to lead spades until 
East played the king for him 
to ruff. Then he would dis- 
card two clubs and a heart on 
the three good spades and ruff 
three hearts with dummy’s 
three remaining trumps, mak- 
ing seven-odd. 

But West pounced on the 
queen of spades with the king 
and cashed the ace of clubs 
for down one. 

Had declarer not been so 
certain that the king of spades 
was right, he could have made 
his slam by giving himself two 
chances instead of one. He 
can also make the hand if the 
king of hearts is only twice- 
guarded, for this will permit 
him to discard dummy’s clubs 
on the two good hearts and ruff 
a losing club on the board. If 
the heart king does not drop, 
He can then switch to spades 
and hope the king is right. 

Declarer takes the first trick 
with the ace of spades, plays 
the ace of hearts and ruffs a 
heart, he draws trumps, end- 
ing in the closed hand, and 
ruffs another heart. Now if 
the heart king drops—as it 
does—declarer enters his hand 
by trumping a spade and dis- 
cards dummy’s two clubs on 
the jack-eight of hearts. He 
ruffs a club with dummy’s re- 
maining diamond, losing only 
a club trick.

Table Manners 


SO MUCH CAN BE TOLD about people from their 
table manners. Many hostesses, usually because they 
have been badly informed or because they see somebody 
whose table manners they consider good doing the same 
thing, make the mistake of having themselves served 
first. 

A hostess should never have herself served first un- 
less she is alone with her family. Even then, she is not 
served first if there is an older woman, say, a grand- 
mother, at the table. Even when a hostess has a man as 
her guest of honor, she gives instructions to have the 
guest served first. A possible exception is when a dish 
is so complicated that the guest might be confused as to 
how he should conduct his portion to his plate. However, 
then the person serving can always quietly indicate how 
this should be done. 

For example, a dish of creamed crabmeat might be 
arranged on toast points. Some people wonder whether 
they should take the crabmeat alone or get the toast points 
beneath it. The answer is that, with the serving spoon 
underneath and the fork above, they should lift the en- 
tire portion onto their plates—even if they do not wish to 
eat the toast. - 


“DEAR MISS VANDERBILT: A friend of mine is go- 
{ng to have me to dinner. She serves shrimp a lot, so I 
suppose that is what she will give me. I have never eaten 
it, and would you please tell me how to—with a fork, or 
how? I hate to be embarrassed.—M.D.” 

If she serves shrimp cocktails, you eat them with the 
seafood fork usually placed to the right of the service with 
the tines resting in the bowl of the soupspoon. If the 
shrimp are too large to put in the mouth in one mouth- 
ful, impale the shrimp with the fork, dunk it in the sauce 
and bite off what you can nicely manage. , 

Don’t attempt to cut the shrimp either in the cocktail 
glass or on the little serving plate beneath it, as you are 
likely to upset it. If the shrimp is fried and has a tail 
on it, Japanese-style, you are supposed to use the tail as 
a handle and dunk the fried shrimp in the sauce, con- 
veying it to your mouth with your fingers. 

If the shrimp is already in a sauce—served with rice, 
noodles or on toast—then you treat it as you would any 
creamed food, eating it with your fork alone, if the pieces 
are small, or cutting it with knife and fork as necessary.

Last Looks at Florida on 


By Leonard Hall 


| ATLANTA, April 2. 

WHEN WE WENT DOWN 
the Florida keys, we found 
that Bob Allen and his wife 
were over in the Shark river 
country on their boat, keeping 
an eye on the rookeries of the 


big wading birds. Bob is the - 


National Audubon Society’s 
biologist who has become fa- 
mous for his studies of the 
whooping crane, roseate spoon- 
bill, white heron and the ibises 
and egrets. We had heard with 
deep concern his statement at 
the Audubon convention in No- 
vember that many of these spe- 
cies are in real trouble be- 


cause of food shortages and . 


the destruction of their rook- 
eries. ; 


We stopped again at the Al- 
lens’ house when we reached 
Tavernier on our way back 
from Key West. It is an ideal 
spot for a wildlife biologist 
whose wife is as interested in 
the work as he is; an old house 
tucked far back from the main 
road in a jungle of blooming 
tropical plants. Mrs. Allen was 
there but a report had come in 
that the ibises were carrying 
sticks for nesting material into 
the rookery, so Bob had re- 
fueled his boat and headed out 
again to watch the birds. 


Population of the big wood 
ibis, more properly called 
wood stork, is down almost 
95 per cent and the birds 
have raised no young for sev- 
eral. seasons, so that the 
present nesting activity is a 
matter of real importance. 
The American egrets, which 
we see each summer and ear- 
ly autumn in considerable 
numbers in Missouri, are also 
in trouble and their vopula- 
tion may be down as much 
as 90 per cent. We would 
have liked to review the im- 
mediate situation and future 
prospects for these threat- 
ened species with Bob—but 
this will have to wait for our 
next visit to the Keys. 


North of Tavernier at Home- 
stead on the mainland, we 
stopped for dinner with our 
friends, Bob and Violet Hermes, 
who also make color films and 
lecture for Audubon. They 
came to live here. about five 
years ago and built their home 
out in the country, not too far 
from the entrance to Ever- 
glades National Park. 


Frost is a rare thing in this 
area, yet during the win- 
ter the small grove of avocado 
trees in their yard had frozen 
so that their normally ever- 
green leaves had turned brown. 
Many other blooming plants 
were damaged, as well as the 
fruit trees, and the hybrid 
hibiiscus had frozen back to the 
graft. 

The days tn Key West and 
on the keys marked our “far- 
thest south,” and now, after 
talking at some of the Miami 
schools, we started the journey 
north and west. There was one 
more stop in Florida; this one 
at Pompano Beach, where we 
showed our film at the Hills- 
boro Club. We had come here

in early afternoon and were 

to our room from 
sunning on the beach when I 
heard a hail and turned to see 
Sam and Jean Pingree from 
St. Louis. Meeting old friends 
is always a reason for celebra- 
tion and we spent a pleasant 
half-hour before dinner with 
them and the “Sandy” Wieners 
from Detroit.

Since our next lecture point 
was Atlanta, more than 800 
miles to the north, and we had 
just two days to make it, we 
got off to an early start and 
headed up through central 
Florida, gradually working 
toward. the west side of the 
state. On this day a high wind 
blew out of the west, whipping 
up one of the worst dust storms 
it has ever been our misfor- 
tune to encounter. This blew 
out of the citrus country where 
the sandy soil gets absolutely 
no protection from ground 
cover and will lift and blow 
even in a light breeze. In 
groves where the a of 
mature trees meets solidly be- 
tween the rows, wind erosion 
did not take such a toll. But 
in young groves and in those 
defoliated by frost, millions of 
tons of Florida’s thin topsoil 
were on the move. 


We made one stop on this 
day’s long drive, at John 
Hamiet’s “Birds of. Prey” 
near Ocala. Ordinarily we do 
not like small private soos 
and feel most of them should 
be abolished—but “Birds of 
Prey” is something quite dif- 
ferent. In the first place, 
John is a trained zoologist 
who spent many years with 
the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service and as di- 
rector of the Primate Re- 
gearch Laboratory at the 
National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis. He is also 
an expert falconer with 


Way Home 


Unfortunately, John Hamlet 
was away exhibiting some birds 
at the sportsmen’s shows, -but 
we talked to Mrs. Hamlet and 
‘were shown around by Jim 
Fowler, who is also a top-notch 
falconer and handler of the 
big birds. He had, in fact, just 
returned from Africa where 
he had trained eagles for use 
in a motion picture being film- 
ed there. 

We found interesting that 
none of the birds here are 
caged, but are kept out in the 
open on wooden perches. Since 
they spend much time this way 
in the wild when not hunting 


4 —and since here they are scien- 


tifically fed on a diet of beef 
hearts and vitamins—they get 
along excellently. We saw the 
hawks, owls, eagles and vul- 
tures of Americ speci- 
mens from other parts the 
world including a half dozen 
that Jim Fowler had just 
brought back from the Dark 
Continent. 

That night we —_ at Perry, 
close to the St. Marks Wildlife 
Refuge in north Florida, and 
here we had an all-too-brief 
hour next morning. This refuge 
is on the Gulf at the mouth of 
St. Marks river and is a famous 
wintering place for many 
species of ducks and shore- 
birds, as well as permanent 
residence for herons, egrets 
and ibises. The water birds 
had s 
ing birds were off at their 
nesting sites. Yet this did not 
disappoint us since our imme- 
diate interest was in the rook- 
ery where many pairs of osprey 
hatch and raise their young. 
We found the big fish hawks 
on their nests and watched 
others busily bringing in fish. 
Thus we felt well rewarded 
for turning aside here and for 
having added an hour or two 
to our Atlanta journey.

Softwood floors are quite 
common. They were used a 
lot in older homes and they 
are also used in newer homes 
when price is an important 
factor. If a softwood floor is 
properly maintained, it will 
give many years of good serv- 
ce. ! 


Softwood floors can be fin- 
ishéd with shellac, varnish or 
a floor seal. If they are dis- 
colored and in bad shape it is 
usually possible to bring them 
back to life with a g0od sand- 
ing. If the dirt has stained 
the wood it may be necessary 
to..bleach out the floor before 
refinishing. It's important to 

sand the floor ‘until it’s per- 
fectly smooth before trying to 
refinish. 


Many people with softwood 
floors. prefer. to paint them 
rather than to use a natural 
finish. This is an especially 
good nine to do if the floor- 
ing is badly discolored and 
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terior floor enamel. This will 
produce a tough but elastic 
coating that won’t be easily 
scratched and will take a good 
deal of wear. But even so, it’s 
wise to keep the finish coated 
with a wax to preserve the 
enamel and to make cleaning 
easier.
